Court of Criminal Correction Ordered 
to Try Former Speaker on Mis- 
feasance Charge 


TECHNICALITIES FAVOR STATE 


Contention That He Was Not Officer, 
Sustained by Lower Court, Is 
Overthrown 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals, Judge C. 
C. Bland rendering the op.nion, and Judges 
Reyburn and Goode concurring, Tuesday 
morning directed the Court of Criminal 
Correction to withdraw its order to quash 
“the indictment charging Charies F. Kelly 
with malfeasance in office while he was 
speaker of the House of Delegates, and to 
overrule the motion made by the defense 
to quash. 

The court holds that Kelly was a ‘‘city 
offiger’’ in the meaning of the law when, 
under another name, as was shown by the 
Post-Dispatch at the time, he solicited and 
secured contracts for city printing; and it 
hoidse that the contention of the defense 
that the framers of the statutes contem- 
plated that removal from office should be 
sufficient punishment for infractions was 
unreasonable. 

Kelly was indicted by the April grandjury 
in 1992, the charge being that on Feb. 3, 
1902. under the assumed name of John J. 
Maher, while he was speaker of the House 
of D legates, he contracted with the police 
depar.....it to supply it with bill heads, 
blanks and other necessary stationery, in 
Violation of the city statutes which pro- 
hibit a city officer from being interested in 
contracts for. furnishing supplies to the 
city. It was shown that under this con- 
tract he collected a sum in excess of $1000. 

When the case was brought before Judge 
Hiram WN. Moore of the court of criminal 
correction the motion of the defense to 
quash the indictment was sustained, and 
the case thrown out of court. The state 
appealed. 

The opinion follows: 

Court’s Opinion 

on Kelly Case 

“The respondent has filed no brief, and 
we are not advised by the one filed by ap- 
ellant of the views entertained by the 
iower court in respect to the indictment, 
nor on what particular ground or grounds 
the ind.ctment was held invalid. The first 
sround assigned in the motion is the de- 
tendant, being a member of the Municipal 
Assembly of the city, was not a city officer 
within the meaning of section 2348, supra.

_ WE KNEW HER, THEIR TRIBUTE 


Memorial Services Are to Be Held at 
the Lindell Avenue Metho- 
dist Church 


“Oh, Mr. Harvey! You did not know 
how good Miss Varley was. It is us girls 

that know. She never scolded us, even 
' when we were bad,” said one of Miss Emily 
Variey’s pupils to Rev. H. L. Harvey, su- 
_ perintendent of the Niedringhaus Social 
| @ettlement after the memorial meeting in 
honor of Miss Varley, who gave her life 
for her friends of the neighborhood. 

Another memorial meeting will be held 
at the Lindell Avenue M. 3B. Church 
Wednesday evening. Miss Varley was e¢m- 
ployed by this church as a city mission 
worker. She was assigned to the Niedring- 
haus Settlement soon after her arrival in 
_ St. Louis, where she had charge of the 
' girls’ clubs. Dr. Dorchester. pastor of 
- the’church, and Rev. Mr. Harvey will speak 
' at the Wednesday meeting. Both men knew 
her well, Dr. Dorchester from receiving 
reports of her work, and Mr, Harvey from 
' Gafily contact at the settlement house at 
' Seventh street and Cass avenue. 

Miss Varley came to St. Louis in Sep- 
tember, 1901, from the Chicago Deacon- 
ess’ Training School, where she worked 
under Lucy Ryder Meyer. She had grown 
to womanhood on her father’s farm near 
Stuart, Io. Her sisters and herself had 
been school teachers but Miss Varley want- 
. ed a more distinctive work, a larger field 
and entered the Deaconess work with a 
full understanding of its trials and with the 
- Intention of making it her life work. 

In the Niedringhaus settlement work she 
soon became very popular with her girls 
and with their home people, as she found 
time to visit their homes frequently. 

. When one of “her girls’’ became ill, she 

did not ask for assistance from nurses, but 
_ gave them her own care. Her only pre- 
caution in case of infectious diseases was 

that she should not carry it to others of her 
wards. 
Iliness she had never known. When she 
complained Wednesday of a sore throat 
Mr. Hafvey and her fellow-workers urged 
her to gee a physician at once. She would 
not. She said it would soon pass. Sore 
throat had never bothered her long. She 
had never consulted a physiciarAfor herself 
and did not want to unless there was real 
cause. 


Thought Only 
of Children 


Thursday shé came to the settlement for 
work, but was too ill to remain. Friday 
ea physician was called. When he said 


diphtheria Miss Varley,said: 
‘Then I must go to a hospital. There 
are children in this house.” 
She was sent to the Bethesda Hospital, 
where she was given every attention. 
After a very bad night she railied. The 
nurse reported to her fellow-workers by 
telephane that she was doing well. A tube 
was inserted for breathing, but her system 
was s0 thoroughly poisoned that she died at 
10 o'clock from heart failure.

Witton” oaid Mr. Harvey, “I learned 
more of her work than before. I knew that 
she gave most of her time to the homes of

“T have heard of cases where she sat be- 
side sick persons all night, night after 
night, and worked each day in the Setile- 
ment classes. 
“We have many earrest workers in our 


eettlement, but no more unselfish and pure 

lives than that of Miss Varley. Never a 

word of complaint and never a cross word 

for any of her girls who disappointed 
e ’* 


Owing to the short notice of her sick- 
ness’ and failure of all to realize that it 
would prove fatal, her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Varley, had received no word. 
The first they knew of hér ill health was 
from telegrams announcing her death. 
They have asked that as soon as possible 
her body be sent there for burial. 

It is own that there was diphtheria 
in one of the homes Miss Varley had taken 
undér her care. and it is supposed that 
she contracted the disease while assisting 
this family.
